“The trouble with our free 
market system is that something 
appears to be out of kilter when it 
comes to farm products. It has long 
been said that the price of beef 
cattle on the hoof is determined by 
a small handful of supermarket 
chains and packing houses who get 
together and decide what they will 
pay. This probably can’t be proved 
because it is no doubt a violation of 
some anti-trust law, but it does 
appear that the bid price for cattle 
offered by the major buyers is too 
much together every day to be 
sheer coincidence.

Screwworm Story Is 'Bad News' 


“Grain prices are low because 
apparently American farmers 
grow 
more grain than the 
domestic market can consume. For 
a while this w as viewed as an ex­ 
cellent way for the United States to 
store up its foreign trade by selling 
grain for export. Then along came 
George Meany and his labor union 
cohorts and told the nation that 
they wouldn’t allow this sort of 
thing and President Ford slapped 
on a grain embargo, presumably 
under pressure from those who

It’s bad news as far as the 
story on the screwworm 
situation in Texas is con­ 
cerned. The year got off to a 
bad start with early out­ 
breaks of the flesh-eating 
pest in South Texas, and 
things have gotten pro­ 
gressively worse, points out 
Kirby Clayton, county agent 
for the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. 


“Right now, screwworm 
cases in Texas are running 
ahead of the record-setting 
pace of 1972,” notes Clayton. 
“The main concern is that the 
cases are spreading rapidly 
to the north, west and east. 
Through May 29 more than 
60 counties have reported one 
or more screwworm in­ 
festations.” 


A primary reason for the 
higher 
infestations 
this 
early in the year is that the 
past winter was quite mild, 
thereby allowing more of the 
screwworm flies to over­ 
winter in southern Texas and 
northern Mexico. And the 
number of overwintering flies 
was larger than usual due to 


screw w orm explosion last 
fall in South Texas that was 
triggered by a massive in­ 
festation of Gulf Coast ear­ 
holes. 
Webb County has been the 
screwworm hotspot this year 
with three times as many 
infestations as in 1972 Other 
heavily infested counties 
have 
been 
Zapata, 
Starr, 
Hidalgo, Jim 
Hogg 
and 
Dimmit. 
Screw w orm cases have 
already been confirmed as 
far north as Baylor County, 
as far west as Pecos and 
Terrell counties, and as far 
east as Colorado County. 
All counties with confirmed 
screwworm cases have been 
bombarded with sterile flies 
to break up the reproductive 
cycle of the female screw­ 
worm flies. Screwworm flies 
that m ate with the sterile 
ones will not produce fertile 
eggs explains Clayton 
“ Although the situation 
looks bleak, some help ap­ 
pears on the way although it 
may not arrive until this 
fall,” notes Clayton. “That’s 
when the new insectary at 


Tuxtla Gutierrez in southern 
Mexico should be in operation 
to produce sterile flies to 
wage the war against the 
c o s t l y 
s c r e w w o r m 
throughout the country of 
Mexico. This will mean that 
more of the sterile 
flies 
produced at the Mission Lab 
will 
be 
used 
to 
battle 
screw w orm 
infestations 
north of the Rio Grand. 


“ In the m eantim e, the 
burden 
is 
on 
livestock 
producers to keep a watchful 
eye on their stock, to follow a 
regular spraying program to 
control flies and other in­ 
sects, and to treat all wounds 
with a D etective smear ” 
advises Clayton. “ Both CoRal 
and K irlan 
afford som e 
protection for about two 
weeks.” 


Of course, if worms are 
found in any wounds a sample 
should be sent to the Mission 
Lab as soon as possible. Kits 
for mailing worm samples 
are 
av ailab le 
from 
the 
County Extension office as 
well as from veterinarians 
and livestock inspectors.
